Wilderness Passes 
Congress 


The Presidential-Dry River Wil- 
derness of 20,380 acres in the 
White Mountain National Forest 
was among 16 wilderness areas de- 
signated by Congress on Dec, 19. 
The Bill has gone to the Presi- 
dent for signing. The Presidential- 
Dry River will be managed under 
the Wilderness Act of 1964, 

Five other areas on the White 

Mountain National Forest original- 
ly proposed as Eastern Wilderness 
were not included In this version 
of legislation. These areas jnclud- 
ed; Caribou-Speckled Mountain in 
Maine, the Carr Mountain area, 
Great Gulf extension, Kilkenny 
area, and the Wold River area—a 
total of some 72,000 acres. The pre 
sent legislation allows of designa- 
tion of wilderness study areas by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 
_ The Great Gulf Wilderness Area 
located on the castern flank of 
Mt. Washington containing 5,500 
acres was one of the original com- 
ponents of the Wilderness Act of 
1964, and It is managed under the 
same rules and regulations as the 
Presidential-Dry River will be if 
it becomes part of the systein, Ba- 
sically, there are no commercial 
enterprises allowed, na roads, no 
use of motor vehicles or other 
forms of mechanical transport, 
and the area is primarily devoted 
to recreation, scenic, and seientif. 
ie use, No facilities are allowed 
primarily for the comfort and con- 
venience of users. 

The Presidential-Dry River area 
lies on the southern end of the 
Presidential Range about 20 miles 
north of Conway, N. H., and is 
dominated by peaks of the Presi- 
dential Range Ineluding Mt. Web- 
sler, ME, Jackson, Mt. Pieree. Mt. 
Kisenhower, Mt. Frankiin, Mt. 
Monroe on the west, and the Mon- 
talban Range and Rocky Branch 
Ridge on the east. Elevations vary 
from about 1,000 ft. above sea level 
at the southern edge of the wilder- 
hess area to over 5,400 ff. on the 
Boott Spur on the flank of Mt. 
Washington. The Dry River js a 
major iibutary of the Saco, one 
of the major river syslems of 
New England. The Appalachian 
Trail, one of the most popular hik- 
ing trails {In the White Mountaii, 
runs along {tie high peaks of tne 
Presidential Range and hounds the 
Wilderness Area on the wret 

If the present fegisletion 15 s.pst« 
ed by the President, the Presiden 
lalDry River area will become 
wilderness under the Act of 1964, 
and it will be Included with 60 oth- 
er areas held in trust by the Forest 
Service of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. There are 
presently some 10 million acres of 
wilderness in the United States,
